FITZHUGH LEE NAMED. 


VIRGINIA DEMOCRATS NOMINATE 
A CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR, 


The Preeeedings of the Convention Yesterdey — Fitz - 
hugh Lee Receives the Uusanimous Vote of 
the Convention—The Day in Detaii- 

Lee Makes a Speech, Bre. 


Kiicamuoxp, Va., July 29.—The democratic 
state convention met here today, the session 
being held in Richmond theater. A full rep- 
resentation from aj] sections was present. It 
was remarked on all sides that the persounel of 
the convention was superior to that ot any of 
late years, and reminded the old poltticians of 
the great gatherings of ante-bellum davs. A 
few minutes after 12 o’clock, Hon. John S. 
chairman of the state 
committee, appeared on the stage, and 
after an enthusiastic greeting, called the con- 
vention to order. In his remarks he alluded, 
in complimentary terms, to President Cleve- 
lend and his administration of federal affairs. 
He spoke encouragingly of the prospects, the 
success of the demccratic party of the state in 
the present campaign, and concluded by urg- 
ing harmony and united action. He then 
named Captain Robert Crockett, of Wythe 
county, as temporary chairman. 

TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION. 

That gentleman, upon taking the chair, 
returned thenks forthe high honor conferred 
on him. The convention had assembled to 
perform important duties, which required no 
ordinary labor, but he believed they were 
equalto any emergency, and to defeat the 
enemy in the coming campaign would require 
wiscem @nd jabor. Their opponents were 


already at work, and it behooved the demo- 
crats to he on the alert and to be ready at 
every pointto meetthem. He concluded by 
announcing that the convention was ready for 
business. 

Keeolutions were adopted providing that 
delegations from each congressional district 
elect three members for each of the committees 
on credentials, on perinanent organization and 
on resolutions, and five members forthe state 
central committee. 

Under this resolution the chairman of each 
delegation names the members for each com- 
mittee. A recess was taken until 4 p. m, 

PERMANENT ORGANIZATION, 

At4:15 p.m., the convention reassembled, 
and the committee on permanent organization 
reported, naming Hon, KR. Polland, of 
King and Queen county, as permanent chair- 
man, with one vice president from each con- 
gressional district, and John Beil Bigger, of 
Spotsylvania, as permanent secretary. The 
report wes unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Pollard, upon taking the chair, made 
a strong address, in which he indulged in a 

berp tirade egainst the republican party and 
the influence of Mahoneism in the state, aod 
counseled earnest co-operation on the part of 
the democracy in the coming campaign. 

The report of the committee on credentials 
wes presented and adopted. 

A resolution was offered that no ballot for 
ofticers to be nominated by the convention 
shall be taken until the committee on resoln- 
tions shall.have reported a platform. After 
some discussion’this resolutiof was rejected by 
a decided yote. A motion that the convention 
preceed to make a nomination for governor 
was then adopted almost unanimous- 
ly. A motion to reconsider the 
vote just taken was made, and 
warmly advocated by T. Brown Evans, of 
Middlesex. State Senator Diggs, of Lyach- 
burg, opposed the reconsideration. The con- 
vention, he said, could proceed with the nom- 
instions and adjourn till tomorrow, when a 
vote would betaken and the platform adop 
ted. After further debate, the motion to re- 
consider was rejected. 

NOMINATIONS IN ORDER, 

The chair then announced that nominations 
were in order for governor. everal motions 
looking to a delay of the proceedings were suc- 
cessfully voted down, evidently showing a de- 
terminations on the part of the convention to 
purh the work as rapidly as possible. 

hon. Holmes Conrad, of Frederick, took the 
stage, and preceeded to nomivate General 
Fitzhugh Lee for governor. His speech was 
ab eloquent tribute to his candidate, and em- 
bodied a striking contrast between Lee as the 
man ot the highest attributes and “‘Mahone’s 
candidate,” His remarks were frequently in- 
terrupted with rapturous applause. 

Colonel Wm. E. Green, of Charlotte county, 
nominated Captain Philip W. McKinney, of 
Prince Edward, in astirring speech. Histtirst 
mention of the name of McKinney was re- 
received with an outburst of applause that 
tairly shook the house,and it was evident that, 
cotwithstandingtheovation toLee,Mcliinney’s 
following injthe convention wes equal to if not 
greater, than that of the gentleman first 
nemed. 

Ex-Attorney General J. G. Field placed in 
nominetion llon. John E. Massey, of Alber- 
marie county. He advocated Massey as the 
men for tbe hourand the man for the oceasion, 
a man tully able to meet the principal issue of 
the carnpaigu—thbe state aebdt.

THE PALL MALL GAZSETTE sSUS- 
TAINED. 


The Committee Reports That the Paper Told tie 
Truth—Sir Charles Dilke Gas a Social Mishap 
~@sllen’sa Attack on Bright~Tne Irish 
Industry Report—Fereign News, 


Loxpox, July 29.—The committee to in- 
quire into the recent statement of the Pall 
Mall Gazette, in regard to London vice, has 
made the following report: 

Havirg been requested to inquire as to the 
truth of the statements printedin the Pall Mall 
Gazette, from the frst toexclude the inquiry into 
the charges agaipst particular men or classes of 
men Or agrinst the police, we § strictly 
copfined ourselves to an inquiry into.the 
ystem ofcriminal vice described. After carefaliy 
sifting the evidenee of the witnessesand the ma- 
teviale before us, without guaranteeing the accu. 
racy of every partioular, we are satisfied that on 
the whole, the statements of the Pali Mall Gazette 
aie sul siantially true.’’ 

The report is signed by the archbishop of 
Canterbury, the bishop of London, Cardinal 
Manning, and Messrs. Morley and Reid. A 
late edition of the Pall Mall Gazette prints the 
report in leaded type. 

SIR CHARLES DILKE’S DISGRACE, 

Sir Charles Dilke, the radical leader, is ili 
by over work. There is arumor also that his 
illness is part due to worry over impending 
disclosures of certain private scandal. Sir 
Charles broke an engagement wyés- 
terday to address an election 
meetipg at Kensington, and it is reported 
that he is breaking other public engagements 
on the ground that the doctors insist that he 
should rest.

The lady concerned is related 
to Mrs. Ashton Dilke, The injured husband 
is an active radical, and formerly held 
a minor office. I¢ is reported 
that he insists upon a divorce to vindicate his 
honor, damages being no object to him, His 
wife received a dowry of £100,000 from her 
father, who is a member of the house of com- 
mons. The lady is much younger than her 
husband, and they have no family. The 
aflair is the whole topic of conversation in the 
clubs end social circles. Intense regret over 
the eclipse of Sir Charles Dilke is felt in all 
political sections.

MACON PEOPLE ARE ANXIOUS FOR THE BILL TO PASS 
THEIR REASONS THEREFOR. 

MACON, Ga., July 29 —[Special.]—There is some 
impatience here on account of the legislature’s 
delay to pass the bill establishing in Macon a city 
court. The county court was abolished by act of 
the legislature at its last session, and the absence 
of acourt with similar powers Causes hardships to 
allclasses, that haye business coming within its 
jurisdiction. 

In the county jail, there are some prisoners 
whose cases must be brought before the city‘court, 
and the jegisiature’s delay causes them to spend 
unnecessarily long terms in confinement, and 
also Causes unnecessary expense to the county. 


It is claimed, also, that many civil cases cannot 
be tried. Some of the business men complain that 
they may sufler loss on this account, and are very 
anxious forthe immediate establishment of the 
court

PRESIDENT BERCKMANS’S SPEECH, 

President Berckmans delivered an _ es- 
pecially pleasing and stirring ad- 
dress, which showed the importance of 
the good work of the seciety in the development 
of the higher egricuitural interests cf the 
state. In the midst of his 
address President Berckmans made some 
strong points thatthe legislature would do well 
to consider. He said we have not accomplished 
as muchas we hoped to achieve, but bave used 
our limitedannual income derived freely from 
the fees of our members, in diffusing as much 
information as was within our power. In this we 
bave been nobly sustained by the press of Georgia 
anda pnumber of publications from - South Caro- 
lina and Florida, in whom our society has ever 
found the mcst. staunch supportersin aiding its 
efforts. While our society is established upon a 
sound and lasting basis, yet its claims as 
the promoter ol an industry betng 
untoid material prosperity to our 
state bave not been sufficiently recognized. Many 
of the western states consider the advancement of 
horticulture as the surest and speediest way to ad- 
vance their resources and sustain their state horti- 
cultural organizations with liberal annual appro- 
priations. As many of these appropriations are 
gradually increased, itis evident that they are 
considered well spent inan economical point of 
view, as they return an increased revenue far 
greater than the small portion of the public in- 
come allotted for that purpose. These states look 
to their active and farseeing citizens, whose 
knowledge and work they have enlisted 
as the turest means to improve the produc- 
tive resources. and are folicitous of retaining 
their co-operation by a judicious expenditure of 
the public funds. Yet, what can we say for Geor- 
gia, whore ciaim to be called the empire state of 
the scuth iscevidertly not sustained by its wilful 
neglect in festeripg its vast end varied resources. 
Our bureau of agriculture wessaved from destruc 
tion only by the persistent efforts of a few cit'zens 
who fcrtunately succeeded in winning the victo- 
ry, asit wasa battie cfinteiligence against igno- 
rance, and apublic disgrace was averted. Our 
burean of geology bad, in itsshort career, drawn 
the attention of foneignand northern capitalists 
to the great mineral wealth of 
the ttate, and given an impetus 
to wining, but it was considered an expease 
whichjihe, peculiar economical ideas of none of our 
legisiators would not admit of, and for the sake of 
retaining a few dolliarsin the treasury, they cut 
ofi a revenue of a thousand greater, and our min- 
eral wealth remains undeveloped. Our agricul- 
ture, the foundation of all wealth. the Inainstay 
of commerce and the welfare of our people, does 
not receive that reccgnition from our state goy- 
ernment commensurate with its importance, and 
the paltry resources of the State agricultural col- 
lege are totally inadequate to enable the able 
rcientist who is charged with its manage- 
ment, to Go more tban conduct a few 
experiments upon a very limited scale. With- 
out the proper inducements held out to our young 
men to acquire a practical agricultural educatie”, 
we cannot expect our best element to be retaingd 
upon the farm. Hence we hear the universal 
compleint thatthe learned professions and the 
counting rooms arereplete to overflowing with 
young wen who, if properly educated, would 
have found an agricultural life far more profita- 
ble and desirable. We, therefore, invite most 
cordiaily, our young men toattend our delibera- 
tions, where the concentrated experience of our 
most practical horticulturists is freely given, This 
invitation is specially extended to those who. hay- 
ing become dissatisfied with the ordinary farm 
routine, and contemplate a change in their pur- 
suits thatthey may learn from our eflorts that 
agriculture, aided by horticulture, is the bappiest 
of all pursuits, and that oursoil and climate are 
£0 well adapted to the production of some of the 
mavy. borticultural products as to warrant me to 
fay that none better can be found,

THE CULTIVATION OF APPLES, 

The morning session of the first day was conclu- 
ded with an inteiesting address on the cultiva- 
tion ofapplesin the cotton states bY Professor J. 
S. Newman, of the Alabama state college, and late 


of the Georgia agricultural departmentin Atlanta. ° 


He discussed the selection of varieties; stating 
that the peoplé were very fastidious as to soil and 
Climate. He said that the traveling tree peddlers 
bad dcne more -to retard and discourage fruit 
giowingand apple culture than all other agencies 
combined, He paid attention to the age of trees, 
the preparation of the soil and planting, pruning, 
sunblast cultivation, root cutting, au- 
nual manuring and the. bark washes 
which are eflicacious for leaf fungus 
and insects. He said that insects insome sections 
amountto a practical prohibition, and he showed 
that a good remed for the scale or bark louse wag 
found in a cecoction of tobecco stems with ashes 
and carbolic acid, applied witha mop. The great 
enemy of the apple is the wooly or cotton ophis, 
he said, which attecks above and below ground, 
and any member of the society who can destroy 
th's insect he thought would be doing a ¢reat 
service to apple culture. His discussion. of the 
leaf fungus was full of interest and he 
threw out suggestions that it was 
found strongly developed when apples were 
planted near cedar trees, a thing which should 
never be done. 
REPORTS FROM THE DISTRICTs, 

The afterpoon session was consumed with re- 
ports from the congressional districts of the state 
on the conditions of fruit and fruit trees, The 
generalreport showed that fruit in shipment 
reached its destination in bad condition this year, 
owing to too much moisture, and the consequent 
rapid development of a fungus growth in shipping 
cases. This testimony was given by euch promi- 
nent shippers as Mr. Berckmans, of Augusta; Dr, 
Samuel Hape, of Atlanta, and Mr.8. H. Rumph, 
of Marshaliville, three of the largest fruit growers 
in the state. 

Reports on fruit in different sections 
were submitted by Dr, William 
B. Jones, of Burke, H. H f£anford, of Thomasville: 
Samuel H. Rumpb, of Marshaliville; H. H. Cary, 
of LaGrange; Dr. Sem Hape, of Atlanta, and Dr. 
J.P. H. Brown, of Augusta.

The senste was called to order at the usual 
hour yesterday morning by President Cari- 
ton. After prayer by Rev. John Jones, chap- 
lein of the senate, the journal was read and 
approved. 

Mr. McBride served notice on the senate 
that at the proper time he would move tora 
reco) Fideration of so much of the journal as 
referred tothe adoption of the amendment 
of ered by Mr. Sikes. 

_D. P.Giessner, of Spalding, and John T. 
Ciark, of Cuthbert, and Senator busb, were 
ivVited to seats with the senate.

Mr. Maddox was given the floor for the 
purpose of advocating his admendment to 
section five, so as to give both tactions 
cqual Frivileges in calling and holding 
ejections. Ifitwas democratic to vote ter 
prokibition, it was democratic to vote against 
prohibition. His amendment would take the 
meature out of politics. While he was opposed 
to the whole meesure upon general principle, 
be wou!d vote for the biilif amended as he 
suggested. In conclusion, he saidthat he had 
seen innumerable efforts made to control the 
action of senators by people who had come 
bere for that purpose. He had also heard that 
some of the members had been told that they 
must vote for the measure because the caucus 
bad directed themtodoso He would voteas 
bis best judgment dictated, and thought that 
each ecuetor should act on Lis own responsi- 
bility. 

Secfetary Warren ot the executive depart- 
ment was ennounced and presented a sealed 
conmunication from the governor. 

Mr. Northen deri-d thatthe friends of the 
bill bad any desire to bulldoze any one. He 
faid that be and his friends have been fizht- 
ing an iniquity that was as malignant as hell. 
He had seen provision after provision of the 
bill godown. He had tought for the measure 
and was ready to continue the fight. He wanted 
to godown fighting’for the cause which wasthe 
greatest in the hearts of the people of Georgia. 
He said that if the friends of the measure suc- 
ceeded in passing the bill, and he believed 
that they would, they thought it would be 
exceedingly unfair to adopt an amendment to 
undo everything in se few months. 

Mr. Falligant spoke in favor ot the amend- 
ment. He thought that the people should be 
allowed to make a change whenever they saw 
fit. Whenthey passed a law that did them 
injury they should be allowed to undo it as 
s6con a8 porsible. He thought that it was bed 
policy to have such a bil! before the house. 
Many counties-bad been given the privileges 
of voting on he lig question. 
Some had voted egainst the manufacture and 
sale, while others had voted against the sale 
and jeftthe manufacture of liquor to go on 
unmolested. As far as Chatham was coacern- 
edhe did not think thatthe people would 
give up their privileges. They hated to part 
with old friends. 

Mr. Mitchell said that if the bill was passed 
as it is he thomght that the courts would de- 
cide thai the measure was unconstitutional. 
He was for the bill, but he wasin favor ot 
giving both sides the same privilege, as any- 
thing else would be unfair, unjust, aud in his 
opinion, unconstitutional. 

He said that the friends of the bil! held that 
if the amendment waa adopted, there would 
be no end tothe elections. This would bring 
strife and annoyance to the people, and for 
this reason the amendment was ~wbjectionable. 
He asked if the prohibitionists failed to carry an 
election could the friends of the measure not, 
under the provisions of the bill, order another 
election in two years. There was no consié- 
tency in their argument. They should not 
try to fasten upon one class of people some- 
thing that they would not accept themselves.

GOVERNOR M'DANIEL’S ELIGIBILITY. 

A correspondent asks us to state clearly 
the question of Governor Mc’Daniel’s eligi- 
bility to the governorship for another term. 

The point is this: The constitution pre- 
scribes that no governor shall be eligible to 
more than two successive terms of two years 
each, It is claimed in Governor McDaniel’s 
bebalf that while he has been elected twice 
by general election, that he has not had the 
‘two terms.of two years eachb,’’ which the 
constitution allows, because his first term 
was the unexpired term.of Governor Steph- 
ens. 

Those who dissent to this view hold that 
Governor McDaniel has already had two 
‘terms in the spirit, if not in the letter, of the 
constitution—as his first term, though the 
unexpired term of Governor Stephens, was 
really a full term, as it was more than a year 
endahalf. They hold further that the con- 
stitution contemplated four years as the 
limit of unbroken service as governor, and 
tbat three years and a half brings it so near 
this limit, as to make it unwise to add to it 
two years more, and thus carry itso far be- 
yond the constitutional limit. 

The issue, if it ever becomes an issue, will 
be more one of policy and of equity, than of 
law. . 


GENERAL LOCAL OPTION. 

There is lit: le doubt of the passage of a gen- 
eral local option act, in some shape, during the 
present session of the legislature. The voice 
of the people seems to be overwhelmingly in 
favor of such a measure, and of all forms of 
prohibition, it is the fairest and most demo- 
cratic, 

When the bill now pending reached the 
senate, it found the amendment brigade 
ready to tackle it in lively style. If any dan- 
ger threatens the bill, it lurks in one or more 
of the propored amendments. In the pres- 
ent temper of the house, the bill will find 
very little favor,if it undergoes any material 
modifications. 

This aspect of,the situationfis already at- 
tracting attention, and predictions are freely 
made that the senate will amend the bill; 
that the house will refuse to concur; that the 
committees of conference will fail to agree, 
and that the whole business of general local 
option will be left for another legislature to 

passupon. The prophets who foreshadow 
this temporaryj.disaster, confidently assert 
that this delay in disposing of the prohibi- 
tion question will force it into state politics 
next year asthe dominant issue. They say 
that it will be made the test in the election 
of governor, state house oflicers, members of 
the legislature, and so on down. 

Postponing the settlement of this question 
can result in nothing but the gain of a little 
time. We know just where over one hun- 
dred temperance counties will stand if the 
temperance fight is carried into our next 
state election. They are more likely to in- 
crease in number than to lose any strength. 
What the opponents of general local option 
can expect to gain by referring the question 
to the people, isa mystery. But this is mere 
speculation. The present indications point 
to. the passage of the bil’. 


A GOOD THING FOR GEORGIA, 

We congratulate the people of Georgia on 
the passage of the bilf by the house to estab- 
lieh a technological school. 

We are inclined to consider this, in its im- 
mediate and prespective effect, the most im- 
portant piece of legislation of the past few 
years. Itstartsa new eraof education in 
Georgia, and if properly supported, will com- 
plete our educational system. The gentle- 
men who have eo firmly and 80 ably stood by 
this bill from the first, deserve the thanks of 
the whole people, and as soon asit has the 
time to degelop its wisdom, they will receive 
them.

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JUDGE SPEER AND THE MOONSHINERS. 
Judgé Speer yesterday adjourned the cir- 
cuit court until the 10th of September. His 
course on the bench has been remarkably 
gratifying, and he has every reason to feel 
proud of his success. Notonly by his warm- 
est admirers is he praised for his impartial 
and just administration of the law, but by 
those who most bitterly opposed his confirm- 
ation sre spoken words of hearty apprecia- 
tion and genuine praise for his dignified 
and straight forward course on the bench. 

But for nothing does he deserve greater 
credit than for leniency toward the ua- 
fortuate moonshiners with whom he has 
dealt. It isnot our purpose to uphold viola- 
tors of the Jaw in continually breaking the 
statutes of the government. Hardened crim- 
convicted transgressors 
should be punished, and punished severely. 
But when men are brought here for trial for 
trivial offense against the revenue laws, they 
should not be treated in that brutal manner 
which bas formerly so characterized the ad- 
ministration of judges of our federal courts. 
This bas been Judge Speer’s idea. He has 
imposed severe penalties on old violators, but 
others he hes dismissed with light sentences, 
warning them as to their future course. [or 
the first time in many years, on the adjourn- 
ment of the federal court the jails are clear 
of the unfortunater, who have been made to 
linger here month after month. 

These men are allowed to return to their 
bome,at the time when they are most needed, 
and when their absence would probably 
bring euffering to those dependent on them. 

Judge Speer’s course toward them is highly 
commendable and meets with general ap- 
proval. Heis, as he should be, stern when 
necessary, but a considerate leniency is at 
least worth a fair trial, after severe harshness 
bas hardened these people against the courts 
and their officers.

WHY NOT COMPROMISE? 

Allthe trouble—every phase, indeed—of 
the so-called silver crisis has resulted from 
the policy of the New York banks in hoard- 
ing gold. This policy has had no effect on 
the people, but it has had its effect on the 
country banks, and these institutions are 
making serious efforts to imitate the policy 
of the clearing house association. 

This policy has not been as successful as 
the anti-silyermen hadhoped, Indeed, they 
have discovered that if the banks continue 
to hoard gold for ‘a premium, as they 
have been doing, the government will be 
compelled to make payments in silyer, and 
thus defeat the object of the banks, Asa 
result the members of the clearing house 
have had consultations with the secretary of 
the treasury and baye agreed to exchange 
ten million dollars in gold fora like amount 
of subsidiary or fractional silver. The aid 
of the other banks of the country will be 
asked to assist in distributing and disbursing 
this silver. The fractiona! currency is taker 
by the banks because the fight they are mak- 
ing is sgainst the silyer dollar, and they can 
iake the fractional currency without vio- 
lating their ¢greement not to take the silver 
collar, 

The attitude and policy of the New York 
banks, and indeed of the banks of the whole 
country, with respect to the silver dollar are 
too significant not to atiract the attention of 
the people and of congresz. There can be no 
doubtthat the New York bankers regard 
themselves as personally responsible for the 
financial policy of the country, and queerly 
enough, they seem to believe that they have 
itin their power to control congress and 
bulldoze the people by employing their 
machinery to bring about a premium on 


gold. 
We eay queerly enougb, because it 


must be apparent to any intelligent 
person that ifthe banks are successful in 
their efforts, the result will be precisely what 
they ere protesting and fighting against. If, 
by their manipulations, they succeed in 
making gold scarce enough to commanda 
premium, the inevitable result will be the 
substitution of silver for gold as currency. 
Go'’d will be hoarded and held fora pre- 
mium, while silver will circulate freely. 

There is another fact the banks ought to take 
into consideration, namely: That the people 
of this country are benton having a silver 
currency. They believe that silver is as valu- 
able as gold as acirculating medium, and 
nothing the banks can say or dois likely to 
change their views, Under these circum- 
stances, why sbould the banks persist in 
fighting against the inevitable? 

There seems to bea yague idea among 
them that if they will hoard gold and bring 
the country to the verge of a so-called crisis, 
where that meta! will command a premium, 
that congress*will be frightened into putting 
an end to the compulsory coinage of silver. 
But it ought to be plain to them that if con- 
gress perceives that an effortis making to 
hoard gold, there will bea clamor to supply 
its place in the currency withsilyer. It seems 
to us that the banks ought to appreciate and 
understand the temper of the people and the 
attitude of congress in this matter. They 
ought to know that ifcongress repeals the 
compulsory coinage law, it will undoubtedly 
enact another law providing for the free 
coinage of silver, or will protect and provide 
for the currency of the people in somie other 
sbape. 


TROUBLE OVER A LEGEND. 

The Natien, of New York, commenting on 
Mr. Charles Dudley Warner’s account in the 
August Alantic of a horseback ride through 
portions of North Carolina and Tennessee, 
makes a very curious mistake, It alludes to 
the great progress that has been made in 
various quarters of the south, but is greatly 
shocked over an incident related by Mr. 
Warner. A preacher, calling on a family in 
an isolated mountain region, knelt down to 
pray. The woman of the house watched 
himafew momenis and then exclaimed, 
“Why, that’s what the man done when they 
put my girl inahole.’”’ The Nation treats 
this matter seriously, whereas Mr. Warner 
alludesjto it incidentally, and as in the shape 
of a story. 

It isa pity the Nation did not turn this 
story over to its professor of psychi: philo- 
logy. The professor, if be understands his 
business, would not only have prevented the 
Nation from making a mistake, dat won'ld 
have enabled that vigorous psper to rap Mr. 
Warner smartly on the knuckles. Indeed, 


bave had, perhaps, the only oppor:unity that 
will ever come to him for employing, ina 
legitimate way, the vast knowledge which 
he bas accumulated. 

For tbe story which Mr. Warner heard, 
avd which has aroused the sympathies of the 
Nation, belongs exclasively to that large 
body of folklore, which is not recognized as 
folklore because it is still current 
with the people. The professor of psychic 
philology would have recognized this fact in- 
stantly. He would have known, to begin 
with, that there is not a white woman in the 
rural regions of the United States, no matter 


how remote, or how isolated, who lacks all 


knowledge of the Bible and the ceremony of 
burial; and he would have known that there 
is not a white woman in the rural regions of 
the United States but has heard the gospel 
preached and knows what prayer is. 

Moreover, the professor of psychic philalo- 
gy would have known thata woman of the 
class described would never use the langasge 
ascribed to her. She would never have said 
‘when they put my girl in a hole,” buat 
“when they put my girl in the ground.” 
The use of the word “hole’ instead of 
‘“ercund”’ leaves the origin of the story in no 
doubt whatever, for in that use lies the ex- 
aggeration that stamps all folklore stories, 
current or legendary. It was hardly neces- 
sary for Mr. Warner, in reproducing the 
story, to characterize it. -He told it as he 
heard itand no explanation was necessary, 
since the story is one that will be recognized 
instantly by apy one at all familiar withthe 
life of the people; but it does seem to ws 
that the Nation ought to put on its spectacles 
before it falls into the mistake of accepting 
such a story as a fact.

It provides that no public 
sports or pastimes, as bear baiting, bull-baiting, 
racing, feoctball, shooting, hunting, fishing, inter 
ludes or plays, daucing, fiddling or other music 
for the sake of merriment, Orany other sports or 
pastimes whatsoever, shall be used on the Lord’s 
day; and all and every person offending in any of 
the premises shall forfeit for every such offense a 
sum not exceeding £5 for the first offense anda 
sum not exceeding £10 for every offense thereafter. 
Baking bread and slaughtering meat, buying or 
selling fish, milk, bread, vegetables were permis- 
sible before divine servicein the morning and 
after it‘in the afternoon. Citizens were allowed 
to buy butcher’s meat, fish and vegetables in the 
open market betore eight o’clock Sunday morning 
from Maylto October 1. In order that quiet 
might be preserved the city marshal, attended by 
two or more constables; was required to walk 
through the city every Sunday during divine ger- 
vice and arrest all offenders. Some of these pro- 
visions seem liberal enough, andon the whole 
there is littieor nothing to object to. The lapse 
ofnearly a century has not worked auy marked 
change in our Sunday laws. ¥

‘it’s about ihe strongest kind of language we 
have. I can accomplish ae withit when 
] cen‘t faze a map with the old style of language. 
Teke thatLatin. derived word‘decay,’and he won't 
notice it. but I cau chop his head off with ‘rotten.’ 
I have always preached this sort of language, and 
I always expectto. I bave been criticised a good 
ceal about some of the expressions I use, buat I 
see no good in changing them when they tell what 
Imean. I seldom use any buta scriptural word, 
however.”’ 

The mention of this criticism being made, the 
reporter cited the instances of where Mr, Jones 
sald that “God would pas the angels on half ra- 
tions before he would let an honest man starve.’’ 

‘Yes, I said that,’* he declared, ‘‘and it express- 
ed what I meant and what God has promised.

I have done more or 
less evangelical work all the timie, but have devo 
ted myseif to it entirely only in the last two years. 
The four years before that I had eharge of an or- 
phan asylum. I belong to the Georgia conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal church south.” 

‘*] was born in Alabama, and have liveda good 
while in Georgia. When! was twenty-one years 
of sge I was admitted to the bar, and practiced 
law nineteen months, putting in pretty good licks 
for the devil all the while. Then I quit; but I 
haven't found my knowledge of law worth a great 
deal to me in my afterlife.”

BRANTLEY'S FIRST APPEARANCE. 

Something over a year ago Thomas K., Brantley, 
who hailed from Alabama, of apparent respecta- 
bility, about thirty years old. and good looking, 
married the estimable widow ofa prominent phy: 
sician of the western part of this ‘county, and has 
resided here since. On the 2st inst. he 
was arrested by Sheriff Patterson upon 
the charge of wife beating and 
brought to this city and led@ed in jail, in default 
of $760 bond. It appears that B: antley had been a 
fend incarnate, and had treated his wife with a 
brutality not «xcelled by the most ferocious can- 
pibals. For months the wife had borne the torture 
of this man applied with all the devilish ingenuity 
of a demon. Matters were brought to 
a clore on the 2ist. Thatday the wife being phys- 
ically unable to submit to his licentious passion, 
Brantly beat her nearly to death and burned her 
with turpentine, and committed upon her person 
other indignities.

Gay he wes arraigned before the county court 
where, waiving aformal indictment, he went 
back to jail in default of a bond of $1,000,
